4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a vehicle and a method of 
regulating recirculation of exhaust from the exhaust side to the intake side of an engine in the 
vehicle as defined by the limitations of claims 1 and 3; wherein a future driving resistance of the 
vehicle is calculated, a time until a future transient in the engine operating state is calculated, and 
an exhaust flow is regulated during this time when the transient takes place.
